T the beginning of last month 

I had the pleasure of opening 
Thornhill Lees Senior Citizens’ 
Community Centre. 
Residents had asked me to help with 
its refurbishment and now I’m sorting 
out flowers and shrubs for the garden. 
I suppose it was because I had helped, 
and done so without contacting the 
local newspaper to gain some cheap 
publicity, that I was asked back to 
open the centre. 
I took along my wife Susan and my 
two young daughters and we were 
made most welcome by the people 
there. Unlike most local politicians 
who leave as soon as the cameras have 
clicked, we spent two hours chatting 
to the majority of folk there. And it

In my speech I explained how down 
the years I had worked at elderly 
folks’houses, and had seen them sit 
by the window all day just giving 
up on life, and how places like the 
community centre I was opening were 
beneficial to them. I told them: 
“Come next spring in the garden there 
will be flowers starting to bloom. It 
will be a wonderful place for you to 
sit and chat in a safe environment 
right next to your centre”’. 


solicitor and launched a petition on 
the Downing Street website.

NE of Britain’s top medical 

advisers has attacked the bias 
against White doctors in the award 
of bonuses to consultants by the 
National Health Service. 
David Rosin, a former Vice-President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons 
and President of the Association 
for Cancer Surgery, denounced the 
blatant discrimination in the bonus 
awards at the end of last year. 
Just retired from a senior London 
consultant’s post, Mr Rosin informed 
his profession’s magazine Hospital 
Doctor of the discrepancy. He said: 
“Tt is tme someone spoke up concerning 
the discrimination against White doctors 
with respect to merit awards. In the 
politically correct environment in which 
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we live, there is now definitely reverse 
discrimination”. 

This discrimination matters because 
about half of Britain’s 33,000 
consultants receive an NHS merit award 
of some kind, ranging from £2850 to 
£73,158. The NHS spends over £250 
million a year on the scheme.

IRST it was Gordon Brown who 

tried to steal British National 
Party employment policy with his 
“British Jobs for British Workers” 
soundbite at the Labour Party 
Conference. 
It’s a policy he knows he would have 
to take Britain out of the European 
Union to implement, and so he has no 
intention of carrying it out. 
Now David Cameron has tried to

Now that’s a policy which British 
nationalists were advocating thirty 
years ago and then we were attacked 
by Tories like Norman Tebbit as 
being ‘socialist’ for doing so. 

There is of course nothing socialist 
about distributing the ownership of 
factories and shops amongst those 
who work in them. It is something 
which you can see in action in 
your High Street at every branch 
of John Lewis and Waitrose. And 
it’s very successful too with the 
company owned and controlled by its 
workforce as a co-op, proving itself 
the most successful and profitable 
department store chain in Britain. 
But extending this idea widely - as

50.4p of every £1 you pay for petrol 
goes in fuel duty and 17.5p in VAT. 
And that was made even worse when 
the Government slapped on an extra 
2p a litre in duty back in October. 

The increase has hurt the ordinary 
motorist, but the effects are worse on 
people for whom the price of fuel is 
crucial to earning a living - such as 
farmers and small road hauliers. 

Fuel costs for the average farmer with 
500 acres have gone up by £10,000 in 
the last two years. 

The price of diesel bought by Road 
Haulage Association members 1n bulk 
has gone up from 73.9p a litre to 87.8p. 
Jack Semple, the organisation’s Policy 
Director, observed that “the anger 
and frustration among our members is 
rising as fast as the price of diesel”.

To the British National Party such

LREADY overworked nurses in 

Britain’s hospitals have been 
given a new, five-times-daily chore - 
that of turning the beds of Muslim 
patients to face Mecca. 
And as well as having to turn the beds, 
the nurses must provide Muslim patients 
with regular fresh water for washing. 
The new move has created “turmoil” 
among staff at the Mid-Yorkshire NHS 
Trust, but Trust bosses say it must be 
instigated to ensure that Muslims have 
a comfortable stay in hospital. 
The cost of training the nurses to comply 
with Islamic practice will be met, as 
usual, by the taxpayer. At the moment, 
the Dewsbury and District Hospital is 
the only one implementing the idea, but 
other hospitals are expected to follow 
in the new year. 


BURKAGOWN: So staff can’t see 
the face of the Muslim patient. 


Last. year, some hospitals introduced 
burka-style. gowns to be: worn. by 
patients in surgery so that medical staff 
could not see their face as they operated 
on them or cared for them. 

Many people have criticised the new 
scheme, saying that the regular moving 
around of beds causes disruption for 
non-Muslim patients. 

But this hasn’t deterred Muslim groups 
in Yorkshire who also want Muslim 
women patients to be seen only by 
female doctors and staff trained for a 
better understanding Islam which they 
say will improve the service offered to 
Muslims by the Trusts. 

One member of staff at the Dewsbury 
and District Hospital was unimpressed 
by the new policy. She said: 

“The money wasted on such training 
‘would be better spent on the battle 
against hospital superbugs or to provide 
“treatment to those who are denied 
life-saving cancer drugs.”

SERIAL sex offender and 

burglar from Sierra Leone, 
whose application for British 
citizenship has been refused, is to 
be allowed to stay in Britain. 
When Mohammed Kendeh was 
released from his latest spell in youth 
detention for sex crimes, immigration 
tribunal judge Sir Henry Hodge, 
the husband of Labour minister and 
Barking MP Margaret Hodge, said he 
could stay in Britain because sending 
him back to the country he came from 
would “breach his Human Rights”. 
Despite being only 16 years old, 


Kendeh was already under a 
“supervision order” for six previous 
sex offences and had just been released 
from a youth detention centre when he 
attempted to rape Gabrielle Browne in 
Burgess Park, Camberwell in March 
2003 - the same park in which he had 
committed his other crimes. 

Mrs Browne fought him off and 
bravely agreed to testify against him 
in court. But her assailant had a 
good lawyer, paid for by the British 
taxpayer, who persuaded him to plead 
guilty on the first day which got him 
a lenient sentence of just two years in

IRST it was the Nimrod MRA

An RAF Puma helicopter crashed 
near Baghdad, killing two SAS 
commandos and injuring two other 
military personnel.

Chinook helicopters, which were

‘Puma, were last ordered by John

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RITISH Antarctic Survey (BAS) 

scientists using Europe’s ERS 
satellites to track the flow rate of 
over 300 ‘ice rivers’ have concluded 
that Antarctic Peninsula glaciers are 
melting than ever before! 
Reporting in The Journal of 
Geophysical Research, the BAS 
scientists have calculated that this 
group of glaciers alone is currently 
contributing about 0.05 mm a year to 
global ocean height. One warned: 
“The Antarctic Peninsula has experi- 
enced some of the fastest warming 
on Earth, nearly 3C over the last 
half-century. 87% of its glaciers have 
been retreating during this period and 
now we see these glaciers are also 
speeding up.” 
An earlier study by BAS scientists 
utilised more than 2,000 aerial 
photographs dating from 1940, and 
a further 100 satellite images from 
the 1960s onwards, to measure . 
the change in the position of © 
glacier fronts over time. The study | 
concluded that the vast majority of 
glaciers are in retreat. 
The latest findings would seem 
to indicate that the cause of the , 
flow-rate increase is the result of | 
melting of the lower (coastal plain)

Survey warns of

glaciers, which flow directly into the 
sea. As they thin, the buoyancy of the 
ice is thought to lift the glaciers off 
their rock beds, allowing them to slide 
towards the sea faster - discharging 
more ice than previously. 

In Greenland, surface melt waters 
are thought to be draining to the 
underside of landed ice, lubricating its 
movement towards the ocean. And, 
just like on the Antarctic Peninsula, 
it has been shown that the removal 
of floating ice shelves results in the 
speeding up of ice into the sea. 
Furthermore, recent satellite studies 
suggest that global sea levels are 
rising by about 3mm a year, all of 
which supports the view that the 
global climate is warming up and that 
this century will witness a significant 
increase in sea-levels resulting in 
substantial losses of low-lying coastal 
land to the world’s oceans. 


RITAIN’S native toad species 

are at risk from an imported 
infection that has _ already 
eradicated many of the world’s 
amphibian colonies. 
Currently confined to the county of 
Kent, where it is thought to have been 
introduced from imported frogs, the 
disease could completely wipe out 
the British toad population according 
to research published in The Journal 
of the Royal Society. 
Consequently environmentalists are 
urging tighter controls on_ the

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aquarium trade involving _ the 
importation of amphibians, to protect 
our native toads from infection. 
Experts believe the chytrid fungus, 
or Batrachochytrium dendrobatidis, 
infects the skins of amphibians such as 
frogs, toads, salamanders and newts. 
Such is its potency that a full one-third 
of all the losses in amphibian species 
recorded around the world are thought 
to be due to the disease. 

The wildlife charity Froglife said it 
was important to make people aware 
of the danger to native amphibians. A 
spokesman for the charity 
said: “It is thought that it 
could have been brought 
to the UK by exotic pet 
species, such as the African 
clawed toad, that have 
escaped or been deliber- 
ately released. It is vital 
strict controls on the health 
of imported animals are 
in place to help limit the 
spread of this devastating 
disease.”

OR the past two years my editorial in the January issue of 

Freedom has warned of the onslaught that the British National 
Party will face in the run-up to the May local elections from our 
opponents and their friends in the media. 
For the past two years the Party has weathered this storm very well 
indeed. In 2006 we achieved a stunning electoral success in Barking 
& Dagenham, getting twelve councillors elected in the face of a no 
holds barred campaign against us, financed by the Labour Party and 
TUC bosses. Last year there was a nationwide campaign against BNP 
candidates, once again funded by the usual suspects, and this time 
aided and abetted with massive free publicity provided by the Daily 
Mirror newspaper. Despite this, we still polled well and marginally 
increased our number of representatives.

Conservative Party Mayoral candidate Boris 
Johnson, has already warned Parliament of the possibility of a BNP 
breakthrough and the Labour MP for Dagenham Jon Cruddas, abused 
the parliamentary code of conduct to launch a bitter attack on the 
BNP just before Christmas. 
In past years we have withstood the onslaught against us because 
the Party was united and the attacks against us came from 
enemies outside. This year again it is different. 
In August, Nick Griffin was challenged for the leadership of the BNP 
by an extreme. right-wing element within the Party that wanted to 
turn the clock back to.the dark days of pre-1999. When Nick won a 
landslide 90% of the votes in the contest, it was hoped that this old 
guard would quietly drift away and Jet the Party get on with building 
on its incredible electoral success of the past five years. 
Sadly this hasn’t been the case and now, egged on by dissident siren 
voices, this tiny rump of old-style nationalists are trying to disrupt 
our campaigns for 2008 by fermenting internal disputes within the 
Party and attacking the leadership of Nick Griffin. 
Our opponents, and their agents embedded within the BNP, are 
rubbing their hands with delight at this unexpected turn of fortune 
for them at this key time. They too are working to stoke the fires of 
uncertainty within the Party. Their aim is to confuse the membership 
which will divert the energy of our activists and lead to political 
inactivity potentially scuppering our election campaigns in May. 
The British National Party is not the same as Labour, the Tories and 
the Lib-Dems for many reasons. But it is also unlike any of the other 
three parties because it has so many opponents with unlimited funds 
constantly attacking it and putting it on the defensive. 
With so many enemies, on many different fronts, it is vital that the BNP 
has clear and concise leadership and that is what we get from Nick 
Griffin.
